BEEF COST SOARS; 
U.S. HELP URGED 


Cattle Sell Highest in Forty 
Years; Live Stock Men Want 
Fostering Laws. 


| SEE INDUSTRY DECLINING. 


With the price of cattle soaring to the high- 
est point in over forty years yesterday at 
the Chicago stockyards packers and officials 
of the Live Stock exchange sounded a warn- 
ing that something must be done to foster 
and protect the cattle raising industry. The 
decline in the industry was held responsible 
for sky-high prices and little hope for a lower 
cost basis was held out. 

Fresh receipts of cattle were only 4,500 
head. Prime beef steers sold up to $9.85 a 
hundredweight and were eagerly snapped 
up. The situation was commented on by 
Charles S. Jones, president of the exchange, 
and federal laws to foster the cattle industry 
were urged. 


Ask Laws to Aid Industry. 

Congress or the state legislatures must 
enact legislation soon for the protection of 
cattle raising in this country,.“ said Presi- 
dent Jones, or the cattle market will be- 
come dangerously tight. The situation is 
gerious: the Hve stock interests of ...: coun- 
try cry out for protection. 

“The webt is raising little cattle, the mar- 
ket is short, and beef animals are short in 
weight, and the price of beef has advanced. 
There is no question in my mind but that the 
increase in the population of this country 
ic outgrowing the production of meat pro- 
ducing animals. 

“ Congress made a great mistake in throw- 
ing open for settlement the large tracts of 
land in the range country of Montana, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Idaho. and the Dakotas. 
This land is of small value for agricultural 
purposes, but is the best for grazing 


Corn States Abandon Feeding. 

‘The corn growing states—Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska— 
have depended for a number of years largely 
on western states to grow cattie until they 
are ready to be shipped and put on feed in the 
corn belt. Consequently these feeding states, 
in which land is valuable, themselves have 
abandoned cattle” raising, expecting the 
western states to produce cattle for hem.

The result will not be known 
until 11 a. m. Saturday.

Cite High Cost of Living. | 
Following the massmeetings Wednesday 
night the car men’s unions addressed a letter 
to the officials of the Chicago Railway com- 
pamy and the Chicago City railway, reviewing 
points in controversy and calling specific at- 
tention to the high cost of living as the chief 
reason for their demands. 

In reply to your communication (in which 
the wage demands of the men were refused) 
we must again reiterate our former position,” 
the statement says, “and insist upon our 
former demands. We are forced to do this 
because the present wage scale is notSuffi- 
cient to maintain the standard of living thet 
is required of us. 

“At the outset of our negotiations with 
you our committee called your attention to 
the fact that the wage we now receive was 
not sufficient to maintain the American 
standard of living for street car men as now 
prevaiis in Chicago.” 

Then follows a table showing the coat of 
maintaining a family of five for one year in 


Chicago at the prevailing range of prices. 


Family Upkeep $1,096.66. 

Continuing, the statement says: 

The cost of living as here estimated for @ 
street car man, his wife, and three chi‘dren 
($1,008.66) we have based upon a conserva- 
tive and extremely low basis In these fig- 
ures we have made no provision for school 
books for the children or literature for the 
family beyond the daily paper. 

Neither is there provision for death in 
the family, for the attending of funerals of 
relatives or friends. or for births, or ice dur- 
ing hot weather. No provision is made for 
insurance of household goods, for fruit, such 
as bananas, oranger, and lemons: no pro- 
vision for saving fund to provide for out of 
work during sickness. Neither have we pro- 
vided for tobacco or liquors of any kind. 

“If these provisions, which should be made 
for every family, were entered in the esti- 
mate it would require at least $1,200 to sup- 
port a family of five and to meet the re- 
quirements of a street car man in this city.” 

Among principal items enumerated were 
rent, $18 a month, or $216 a year: milk, per 
day, 10 cents, $26.50; meata, 35 centeper day; 
coal, $40. ‘ 

Wages Under Living Cost? 

The statement quotes from publisned re- 
ports of the two railways for the year 1910 
showing that the average wage of all em- 
ployés wes $617.69 per man for! that year 
on the Chicago City railway and $621 per «m- 
ployé on the Chicago Railways. .

Atlanta Woman on Stund De- 
seribes Fight in Home 
About Woman. 


AVERS HE TRIED TO KILL 


Wife Declares She Gave Much to 
Please Husband, to Be Met 
with Cruelty. 


Atlanta. Ga. Aug. 1.—[Special.J—Mrs. 


| Daisy Ulrich Opie Grace told the jury this 


afternoon how her young husband, Eugene 
Grace, scion of an aristocratic Georgia fam- 


Uu. received the bullet wound that paralyzed 
mim in thelr Atlanta home on March 6 last. 


Her first words on the stand were: 
„Gentlemen, I am innocent. I did not shoot 
by husband and he knows it.“ 
Indicating with a nod of the head toward 


ner husband. who lay on a stretcher near the 


witness ‘stand. Mrs. Grace declared her hus- 
band had shot himself during a struggle with 


“her and the quarrel was over another wom- 


an on whom Mrs. Grace alleged her husband 
had been spending her money. 

Mrs. Grace told a remarkable story. Her 
face was flushed and her hands trem- 
bled. * She spoke in a clear but low voice, de- 
claring her husband had tried to kill her 
several times. * 


Tried to Drown Her, She Says. 

Once, she said, he tried to drown her; again, 
he stabbed her, and finally, the day he was 
shot, he seized a pistol and in the struggle 
that followed he wounded himself. 

Mrs. Grace's statement was long. making 
@ newspaper page. The salient features fol- 
low: 

7 did not shoot Mr. Grace, and he knows 
it; ae God is my judge that is the solemn 
truth. Mr. Grace and I took an oath over 
the Bible that we would never tell how this 
trouble happened, and not until after I was 
indicted did I even tell my attorneys. 

Week after week I lay suffering in jail 
trying to. decide upon the right thing to do. 
I knew I was innocent and I knew I was being 
unjustly punished, but I also knew I had 
taken an oath never to tell how Mr. Grace 
was shot. Finally I decided that L owed it to 
the name of my old mother and my little blind 
boy, regardless of my oath, to tell the whole 
t:uth about this difficulty. no matter whom it 
might disgrace. 7 


Most Fascinating Man. 

To me Mr. Grace was the most fascinating 
man 1 ever met, and without shame and 
without strength to resist it I have made 
for him every sacrifice in this world thet 
a woman could make fora man. From the 


time I met him until the ith of last March I 


gave him $15,000 in cash. I was as true to 
him as any wife could be to her husband, and 
I always humored and petted him like a 
spoiled child. 

‘I dressed him in the height of fashion. 
I cooked his meals for him when my servants 
couldn't please him, and I céased to cor- 
respond with my widowed mother and sister 
in order to please him. I took his abuse 
and beatings time after time because of my 
«xtreme devotion for him.“ 


Weds Him When Widow Two Weeks. 
Mrs. Grace gave a complete history of her 
relations with Grace and admitted she mar- 
ried him two weeks after the death of her 
Arst husband, Webster Opie of Philadelphia. 

She said he made an attempt to kill her 
while they were on a steamer bound from 
New York to Nova Scotia. 

Another attempt to kill her, she said, was 
made in Philadelphia because she refused 
to take Grace ona trip to Europe. 

After settling in Atlanta, where Mrs. Grace 
established her husband in businéss, she Says 
Grace became worse than ever after the 
women. 

Finally, just before the shooting, Grace's 
business got in a bad way and he became 
clamorous for money. At last he persuaded 
Mrs. Grace to siye him power of attorney to 
sell her house im’ Philadelphia and alse to 
sell geome securities she owned. 

Grace arranged to leave for Philadelphia 
on March 5—the dav he was shot—and he 
insisted Mrs. Grace should go to his mother's 
home in Newnan. Grace’s insistence that 
she go to Newnan made Mrs Grace suspi- 
clous. She said: 

“I began to suspect he was either plan- 
ning to take a woman to Philadelphia with 
lim, or that perhaps he intended to get me 
out of town and have her come to our home 
and carry on his disgraceful conduct.”’ 


Her Story of the Shooting. 

Mrs. Grace's story of the events of the 
day of the shooting follows: 

On the morning of that day Ilearned that 

Grace's financial affairs were looking 
better and I decided not to allow him to sell 
my Philadelphia property. 
At this suggestion he raised his voice 
loudly, cursing. and abusing me, and told me 
if I did not hurry up and get out of the house 
and do as he had told me to do he would 
break my —— infernal neck. 

It was plain to me that he would allow 
nothing to change his plans of getting me off 
to Newnan on the 2 o'clock train. I was 
convinced there was a woman at the bottom 
of it and I decided that I would not permit 


‘him to send me off while he went away ona 


pleasure trip with some other woman on my 
money and sell my home and probably spend 
a great portion of the proceeds on the woman 
and his own UWissipation and I told him as 
much. 

* As I said this Mr. Grace was still lying 
on the bed. His coat was hanging just be- 
hind where he was lying and as I poke I 
walked toward the coat and took out of his 
pocket the power ofattcrney along with some 
other papers which were in the coat. 


Pistol Goes Off During Fight. 
„At was my intention to throw the power 
of attorney into the fire, and as soon ashe 


saw what I was doing he sprang out of bed 


and grabbed my left wrist with his right hand 
and my right wrist in his left hand. We strug- 
gled and he backed me over against the bu- 
redu and twisted my left hand so hard that 
I dropped the papers on the floor. Then he 
let go of that hand and grabbed my throat 
with his right hand and reached in a small 
Grawer in the bureau and took out his re- 
volver. 

“He was-cursing in a low, hushed voice. 
When he made a motion to hit me with the 
pistol and then tried to shoot me, J threw 
all my weight and strength against him,

The Chicago Railways company, which has

The alderman says the railways company 
attempted to carty off a victim and would 
have done so except for interference. 

The case to which the alderman referred 


was this: 

A Clybourn avenue car struck a wagon cf 
the Siebold Express and Van company, 181 
Halsted street, in front of 1843 Cly- 
bourn avenue. Charles Bechtel of 1862 North 
Halsted street and Walter Redelski of 1848 
North Haleted street were injured, Bechtel 
seriousiv. The motorman of the car immedi- 
ately telephoned the traction company s 
offices; no effort was made to notify the police 
by either of the car crew. 


Alderman to Rescue. 

A bystander, however, telephoned to hitfp 
Siebold, president ofthe company. Mr. Sie 
boid notified the police and hurried to the 
vcane of the accident. taking along Ald. Vic- 
tor J. Schaeffer of the Twenty-second ward, 
who has an office next door. The police mo- 
tor ambulance and surgeon beat the traction 
company ambulance by three minutes. 

The injured had been taken into a nearby 
drug store, and there the traction men tried 
to take possession of the two victims. Ald. 
Schaef¥er interfered. The traction ambulance 
pursued the police motor to Alexian Broth- 
ers’ hospital and there again attempted io 
obtain Bechtel. but the elderman ordered the 
hospital authorities not to give him up, and 
they did not. Back raced both cars to get 
Redeiski, but again the traction men were 
thwarted. 

“The place where the accident occurred is 
the speedway of the street car company. 
said Ald. Schaeffer last night. There isa 
stretch of about a quarter of a mile on Cly- 
bourn avenue where the motormen make up 
lost time at an awful speed. It is a wonder 
eccidents don’t occur there every day.

Superior Court Has ‘don 
Cases Pending, but a Long 
Recess Is Taken. 


JURISTS ‘NEED 2 MONTHS? 


Health Official Says They Should 
Have a Week Off Four 
Times a Year. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Some law suits in the Superior court are 

‘oid enough to vote and the files in others 
weigh more than many men who have been 
voting for forty years. A total of 858 cases 
are old enough to go to school, and there are 
656 others with sufficient age to gain en- 
trance to any city kindergarten. 

That blind old lady called justice seems 
to have overlooked many of these cases for 
years, until now there are pending a total 
of 12,044 suits. Yet the bar association has 
urged that no tountry judges be employed 
to help out and the Superior court has ad- 
journed for two months. Litigants prob- 
ably would not object to the.two months’ 
vacation it the court was within striking dis- 
tance of catching up with its business. Why 
lawyers, who are supposed to be looking 
after the interests of their clients, should 
have urged the long vacation is not apparent. 


Long Vacation Not Healthful? 

Dr. Gottfried Koehler, deputy health com- 
missioner of Chicago, believes that such long 
vacations are detrimental to the efficiency 
of the judges and are of little or no health 
value. On thie subject he said yesterday: 

From a health standpoint, the best vaca- 
tion for men Ike judges should be a month. 
That should be taken a week at a time, 
preferably at the end of every three months. 
My idea of a vacation is that it should be a 
complete change of vocation. The man who 
does mental work for a living should do 
physical work during his vacation. A stu- 
dent who spends two months at physical 
work adapts himself to a new life. When he 
returns he must readapt himself to his 
mental work, and that takes time. 

A judge would do better work if he took 
a week's vacation every three months rather 
than a month at a time. More than two 
weeks’ vacation at one time will not, as a 
rule, increase the health of an individual, 
but he should have more than two weeks in 
a year.“ ‘ 


Clogging of Courts Shown. 

There would be no occasion, however, to 
criticize the two months’ vacation if the 
people were getting justice ‘‘ promptly and 
without delay, as guaranteed by the state 
constitution.

After searching the region for nearly two 
weeks, the detectives found Lewis working 
on à farm, Inspector Hughes said, and to- 
day arrested him just as he was to board a 
train to make his escape. The prisoner will 
be brought to New York on an early train 
tomorrow. 

It was reported at police headquarters to- 
night that Lefty Louis and “ Gyp the 
Blood,” two of the alleged murderers still at 
large, had been tracked to the same vicinity 
and that their arrest would come soon. 


Beeker’s Lawyer with Rose. 
Lieut, Becker's lawyer, John W. Hart, con- 
ferred with Jack Rose less than twenty-four 
hours after Herman Rosenthal was murdered 
and demanded from Rose an affidavit that the 
$1,500 Rosenthal had received on a mortgage 
came from Rose and not Becker, according 


to evidence secured today by District At- 


torney Whitman. 

Rose says that in the midnight conversa- 
tion with Hart at Harry <Pbllok’e house 
at Riverside drive and One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh street Hart told hum that he 
wouldn’t be protected by Becker unless he 
made that effidavit. Rose complied, he said, 
because he did not want Becker to desert 
him. But the affidavit wae a lie, Rose de- 
clares, because the 51.500 tnat Rosenthal 
received was Beckers money. 

The admissions forced from Mr. Hart be- 
fore the grand jury were regarded by the 
state as strong corroboration of Rose's con- 
feesion, generally tmplicating Lieut. Becker 
en the murder of Rosenthal. 

Mr. Hart admitted that Becker had sent 
him on an affidavit errand Mr. Hart said 
also that he hed consulted with another 
lawyer about Becker's case, and that he had 
asked this lawyer to inform Police Commis- 
sioner Waldo where Rose was in hiding. 
It was William Travers Je- ome who went to 
the commissioner on the Thursday morning 
following Hart's talk with Rose, but in the 
meantime Rose had surrendered. 


Jack Rose Tells Story. 

Rose's story of the conversation between 
him and Becker's counsel is that on the night 
after the murder of Rosenthal Lieut. Becker 
called up Harry Pollok e house. 

“1 aeked Becker how things were because 
I was pretty well scared. Becker sald- Ev- 
erything is all right and don't you worry.’ 
Then he told me that he was going to gend 
hie lawyer, John W. Hart, up to see me that 
night because he wanted to get an affidavit 
from me. 

I had never seen him before He had me 
draw up several affidavits before he got one 
There was no mention of

| PURE MILK MEN 
ASK DEALERS? AID 


Subcommittee Invites to New 
Hearing Those Who Have 
Fought Reform. 


Expect Ordinance, When Pro- 
posed Again, Will Have 
Fewer Foes. 


An effort to win Chicago's milk dealers to 
the support of the plan for enactment of a 
pure milk ordinance this summer ts to be 
made. It will be the first detailed campaign 
work resulting from the massmeeting in the 
city council chamber on Wednesday. 

Without waiting for the organization of 
the citizens’ milk committee authorized >: 
the meeting, the subcommittee of the cit) 
council committee on health, headed by Ald. 
Willis O. Nance, will try to gain the dealere’ 
aid. The members of the subcommittee ex- 
pressed confidence yesterday this could be 
dane if the retailers can be shown the real 
effect of the proposed ordinance. 

With ti sanction of his associates Ald. 
George Pretzel and Ald. E. F. Cullerton, 
Dr. Nance asked the press to extend to every 
dealer in the city an invitation to meet in 
conference with the subcommittee on Mon- 
day at 2 o'clock in the city hall 


Confer with Health Chiefs. 

This action was taken following a meet- 
ing of the subcommittee with Health Com- 
missioner Young and Deputy Commissioner 
Koehler, at which the general plans of the 
campaign were discussed. At the conference 
Douglas Sutherland appeared as secretary of 
the proposed citizens’ committee of twenty- 
ive. He accepted the post subject to the 
approval of the executive committee of the 
Civic. Federation, of which he is secretary. 

“We are planning,” said Ald. Nance, to 
have the two phases of the campaign—the 
necessary preparations for council proce- 
dur» and the organization of the citizens 
committee—develop as rapidly as possible. It 
will de necessary to have the health com- 
mittee reconsider the ordinance before the 
special session of the council is held. 

The task of organizing a good committee 
involves a great deal of work. Meanwhile, 
the subcommittee can continue its work. We 
determined the best step that could be taken 
would be to invite all-the milk dealers to 
meet with the three aldermen for an open 
discussion of the ordinance and its effect on 
the retailers. ‘ 


Points to Menace of Big Firms. 

“If conditions continue as they are, the big 
firms with their organization and advertising 
powers will wipe out the little fellowe, With 
the ordinance the little fellow has on his 
wares the stamp of approval from the health 
department and the public will know his milk 
is as good as anybody's.” 

It is planned to present the ordinance to the 
entire health committee om Wednesday. In 
preparation the subcommittee considered 
some changes urged in its provisions: Three 
were discussed favorably and may remove 
the objections of some aldermen. 


Here Are Changes Urged. 

The first of these was a plan to reduce the 
aise of the score required for farms producing 

“Inspected” milk. Tes ordinancé now re 
quires that score to be 75, but the subcomm* 
tee approved a suggestion that the ore 
65 be acceptable for the firet six months a? 
the score of 70 for the next ax month 

Milk properly shipped from such farms ne 
not be pesteurized and the change wou’! 
lessen the effect of the charge that paste 
ization would be necessary on a large pari «! 
the city’s milk supply. 

For the same reason the limit of bactert 
content per cubic centimeter for in- 
epected” milk was raised from 75,000 to 
100,000. The subcommittee also agreed toan 
amendment that before beginning g.: 
against a farmer under the ordinance ten 
days’ notice shall be given him. , 

Mr. Sutherland telegraphed Mayor Han 
son at his summer residence in Michigan 
asking the mayor to act as honorary cha- 
man of the citizens’ committee. 

Today the secretary will take up the task of 
conferring with the citizens whom Dr. Nance 
has indicated he would like to have act on 
the committee.

New York, Aug. 1— [Special. The names 
of Roosevelt electors will appear on the Re - 


‘publican ballot in the primaries to be 


in Kaneas next Tuesday. This much was 
decided by. the action tonight of : Justices 
Pitney and Van Devanter of the United 
States Supreme court. 

The action of the Kansas state courts in 
refusing to order the names of eight Roose- 
velt candidates for presidential electors 
stricken from the primary ballot was partly 
reversed by Justices Van Devanter and Pit- 
ney. 

While the justices granted the application 
of the Taft men for a writ of error dirécted 
to the, Kansas Supreme court, their decision 
does not constitute a final victory for- the 
regular Republican organtsatlon. 

Under its terms the right of the Roosevelt 
candidates to have had places on the primary 
ticket will be decided by the full bench of the 
Supreme court when that tribunal holds its 
next regular segesion in October. 


Up to Full Court in October. 

Meanwhile the names of the Roosevelt men 
will appear on the ballots at the primaries. 

The original action was brought by R. A. 
Marks and twelve other Kansas citizens to 
prevent the names of eight candidates for 
presidential electors, who had eaid that if 
elected they would vote in the electoral col- 
lege for Theodore Roosevelf, from being 
printed on the Republican primary ballot. 

Marks and his associates declared that 
they signed the petition for the designation 
of these elght candidates under the impres 
sion that if chosen they would stand by the 
decision of the Republican national conren- 
tion. 

When the eight publicly declared them- 
selves for Col. Roosevelt, the regular Re- 
publican organization set about having them 
debarred fyom places on the Republican pri- 
mary ballot on the ground that they had 
obtained their places by fraud and misrepre- 
sentation. 

The Kansas courts decided that they had 
not jurisdiction in this case, since the dis- 
pute was purely a political one and made no 
attempt to pass on the merits of the allega 
tions of fraud. 

Neither were these charges considered by 
the two Supreme court justices in their de- 
today. 

It is understood the court will decide the 
case in time to keep the Roosevelt electors 
off the ballots in the November election in 
Case the latter are defeated in the litigation. 


Opinion of Justices. 

In their memorandum accompanying their 
decision Justices Van Devanier and Pitney 
sald: 

Whether the rights asserted have a-rea! 
basis in the constitution and laws of the 
United States the criterion by which we 
must determine whether the writ of error 
shall be allowed. Under the settled prac- 
Mice, if the justices to whom application is 
made believe the existence or nonexistence 
of the rights asserted is involved in serious 
doubt. the writ of error should be allowed. 
We think that le the situation here. 

The questions raised do not seem to be 
determined or settled by any previous de- 
cision of the United States Supreme court. 
Some of the opinions of the court contain 
expressione whéch tend to sustain the con- 
tentions of the plantiffs. Whether, In view 
of the facts in the cases in which there ex- 
pressions occur, they should be regarded as 
deliberate and controlling ought not to be 
determimed otherwise than by the court 
itself

Douglas, Ariz., Aug. 1.—John Hertling and 

Guido Shubert, the men hanged et Monte- 
vista, east of Cananea, Sonora, about a week 
ago, judging from the condition of their 
bodies,- were natives of Germany and sub- 
jects of that country, though Hertling had 
taken out his original papers for American 
citizenship. Hertling was the watchman at 
the Montevista mine and Shubert was his 
guest. 

Both men were well known in Douglas and 
their German friends here have sent a man 
to Montevista to investigate their deaths and 
to mage a report to the German ambassador 
at Washington. 

No news as to the identity of the perpetra- 
trators of the hanging has been received, but 
the incident has been taken as a warning of 


danger to all foreigners in isolated and un- 
protected localifies in Mexico. 

Many Mexicans formerly in the rebel army 
have reached this city. 


Call on United States for Protection. 

El Paso, Tex. Aug. 1— Scores of messages 
have been sent from El Paso and other border 
tewns to Washington appealing to the 
United States to take some steps which will 
gecure protection for Americans in Mexico.

sent in the name of entire communities as 
in the case of one from Marfa yesterday ad- 
dressed to Congressman W. R. Smith.

The appeais in most cases are being sent to 
congressmen and senators, but some have 
been directed to the White House. 

Serious Battle Predicted. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—Thate serious 
and perhaps critical conflict between the gov- 
ernment and the rebel forces in Sonora which 
has been expected for some time may occur 
goon is the tenor of the day’s reports to 
Washington from the Mexican border. 

The rebel forces in Casas Grandes are much 
more formidable than were supposed, num* 
bering about 1,300 men and six pleces of ar- 
tillery under General Salazar and their re- 
sources hate been greatly strengthened by 
ammunition and supplies seized from the 
‘American colonists. 


Rebels in Strategic Move. 

It is not known whether they have per- 
manently separated themselves from Oroz-

Consular Agents in Peru to Visit Seat 
of Reported Troubles. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Aug i1-The horrors of the 
Putumayo rubber gathering district of Peru 
came up in the house of commons today when 
Mr. King, Liberal member from North Somer- 
set, who heve traveled much in South Amer- 
ica, declared the outrages were “‘ humiliating 
and intolerable,” and asked if England could 
not b the perpetrators to justice. 
Sir Grey, secretary of estate for for- 
. eign affairs, replied that the government was 
considering means for preventing such out- 
rages in the future, and edded that he be- 
lieved public opinion had been as much 
shocked in the United States as here. The 
two governments, he said, had arranged to 
send consular representatives to the seat of 
the trouble, starting Aug. 5, to make an in- 
vestigation and report on conditions. 
Some Blame United States. 
Regarding the possibtlity of stopping the 
export of rubber from the Putumayo coun- 
try, he said this could only be done with the 
consent of other governments, and that the 
matter would be brought to the considera- 


| thon of the United States. 


The Putumayo matter is developing sev- 
aral side issues. Sir Edward Grey: yester- 
day received privately a deputation of mem- 
bers of parliament who emphasized the re- 
eponsibility of United States and the de- 
sirability' of en omc inquiry into the re- 
sponsibility of tha directors of the Peruvian- 
Amazon company. 

It is understood Sir Edward's reply dealt 
Chiefly with the extent to which he had ql- 
ready codperated with the United States, and 
that he called the attention of the members 
to his statements in the house. 


Joint Mission Plan Dropped. 

Another development was a meeting in 
London today for the purpose of founding 
a Protestant miesion in the Putumayo dis- 
trict. It was said money had been guar- 
anteed for such a mission and that a phvyet- 
cian had offered to go to Peru in connection 
with the migésion. 

The question of a joint religious mission. 
was discussed and was practically decided 
upon when it was learned through the for- 
eign office that Peru would not be likely to 
allow anything but a Roman Catholic mis 
sion, as Catholicism is the established re- 
ligion of the country and the only one whose 
rites would be allowed publicly. The joint 
mission was therefore abandoned. 

Sir Edward Grey confeseed he felt much 
anxiety over the situation and even feared 
atrocities might be still going on in-the Putu- 
meyo district. 


ACTION TAKEN BY CONGRESS. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—The 
today adopted 5 resolution calling on the 
secretary of state to furnish it with all in- 
formation in his possession bearing on the 
existence of slavery in the rubber industry 
of Peru. The resolution recites that the re- 
ports of atrocities committed in the alleged 
slave camps were so horrible that they 
would be incredible of belief if they came 
from a less remarkable authority.”

New York Editor Says It Is Only Way 
to Present Unbiased Arguments.

Madison, Wis, Aug. 1—The Municipal 
News, owned by Los Angeles, Cal., was de- 
scribed before the national newspaper con- 
ference today by George H. Dunlop of the 
municipal newspaper commission. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that such a publicly 
owned newspaper is an inevitabie necessity 
generally and that the day ie coming when it 
will arrive. 

Mr. Dunlop did not believe, however, that 


there is need for a municipally owned daily , 


newspaper covering the entire field of jour~ 
nalism. Its peculiar province, he said, should 
be municipal affairs and it need not be pub- 
lished oftener than weekly. 

“Give ve a high grade, publicly owned 
daily néwspaper, distributed free to every 
home in the city, and much that is bad in the 
Other newspapers will cease to be profitable 
and will disappear,” he said. 

The conference closed tonight with a ban- 
quet, the speakers being Edward G. Lowery 
of the New York Evening Post and Richard 
Henry Little of Tun Crrcaco TRIBUNE. 


Pleads for Endowed Newspaper. 

Hamilton Helt of the Independent, New 
York, made a plea this afternoon for the en- 
dowed newspaper, when he answered the 
question, ‘‘ Can Commercial Journalism 
Make Good, or Must We Look for the En- 
dowed Newspaper 

We may evgn look, he predicted, for the 
municipal, national, or international news- 
paper ff présent conditions are a correct 
guide to future action. 

The endowed paper needed at the pres- 
ent time,“ he said, is far different from 
The press at present 
is not as thorough and impartial as the ideal 
hewspapers should be. it is not possible 
under the present system to present all sides 
of a question ina commercially owned paper. 

Once established the endowed paper would 
exert à great influence for good upon public 
opinion and upon the standards of other 
papers. There is no danger of its becoming 


| reactionary if manned by the right kind of 


men. There are many college presidents who 
could- edit such a paper better than can many 
of the $15,000 editors of commercial papers 

Such an endowed paper, he said, should 
not be a daily. It must bea weekly, soit can 
circulate all over the land. He declared an 
endowment of 85,000,000 would be sufficient to 
carry out this plan. 


Calls News Secondary. 

Prof. K. A. Ross of the University of Wis- 
cofisin, leading the discussion today, In- 
qgulred whether the newspapers are not com- 
ing more and more into the handsof wealth; 
men and commercial interests. The furnish- 
ing of publicity is the main business, and the 
furnishing of news and opinion is secondary, 
he said. There will always be a chence for 
a limited number of notab!e successes in the 
newspaper field, but it is not possible for all 
papers to achieve the ideal.

This is what George L. Scherger, professor 
of political economy and higtory In Armour 
institute, told the members of the Seventh 
ward division of. the Cook County Suffrage 
alliance, A meeting of the organization was 
held yesterday afternoon at the residence of 
Mrs. J. E. Perego at 6180 Ellis avenue. 


Work as Sex Equalizer. 
It was the work the women did which put 
them on a par with men, according to Profes- 
sor Scherger. When they commenced to take 
it easy, they degenerated. He sald they 
should reel va at least equal recognition with 
me pbhecause: - 
They were the first farmers. 
They were the Grst carpenters, er buiNers 
of homes. 
They were the first to tackle art by making 
pottery. 
They were the first writers. 
They were the tamers of all domestic an!- 
mals except the dog. 


Idle Women Become Parasites. 

„It seemed to be the business of the primi- 
tive man to go out and get the food,” mid 
Prof. Scherger. “ The women were left at 
home to develop art and industry. Women 
degenerated as soon as they were deprived of 
the opportunity to work. As soon as they 
were shut up in the household they became 
parasites. So long as they were able to work 
they maintained an equality with men.” 

Prof. Scherger cited Mrs. Ella Flag Young 
and Miss Jane Addams as women who were 
at least equal with any men in the same line 
of work.

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Economical Housekeeping. 
Early Canning. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

ONG before July was over ‘magnificent 

peaches, large and fine, went begging for 

attention at $1.65 a bushel, the same type 

of peaches that are likely to cost $2.50 

a bushel in September. There were fine 
cool days for putting them up, but the grocers 
had to split their big baskets and sell out the 
fruit in dozens, because most women believe 
peach canning time is in September, and that 
only the peaches which come from a certain 
section are canning peaches, 

The grip of tradition is hard to loose. Our 
grandmothers had invariable times and seasons 
for putting up different fruits, being governed 
by the climatic conditions of the section of the 
country in Which they lived. Now our great 
n systems make us independent of 
climate, as far as our fruits and vegetables are 
concerned. We accept for dally use these 
things that push the season forward or extend 
it. but when it comes to such fundamental 
operations as canning, preserving, and pickling 
we cling to the old set times. 

The marketm@n in vain make us offers that 
ought to make us jump at the chance of 80 
great a saving and also the chance of being 


| forehanded, but we are blind to an advantage 


that does not fit our calendar of operations. 

CANNED PEACHES—Drop peaches into hot 
water, as you would tomatoes, drain, peel, and 
cut in halves to take out the pits. Pack closely 
in jars and have ready a cooled sirup made of 
one pound of sugar to one dugyt of water boiled 
fifteen minutes. Pour this around the peaches, 
filling the jars, put on rubber and seal. Put 
rack in wash boiler with a towel over it, set in 
cana of peaches, putting paper between the 
cans so they cannot touch each other. Fill in 
cold water so that it will come up clear to the 
necks of the cans. Heat slowly and after 
water is at bofling point let it boll ten minutes. 
Do not mind if there is a sizzling and the rub- 
bers push out. They can be put back. After 
ten minutes take out cans, serew up, it the 
tops are not already as tight on as possible, and 
turn upside down to cool. If there is any 
heavy sugar in the cans it will settle and being 
on the — when the cans are put away it will 
help to erve the fruit. Three pounds of 
sugar 4 three quarts of water is enough to 
make sirup for a bushel of peaches if they are 
well packed in the jars. Other fruit. particularly 
berries, may be put up in the same way. One 
who uses this method always says her peaches 
taste as if they were just from the tree.

THE NOTIFICATION. 

The dizzy about-face which Mr. Taft has 
executed since he ran as a pledged progres- 
sive Republican four years ago has not been 
more strikingly illustrated than in his re- 
sponse to the notification committee. This 
pronouncement comes quite appropriately 
from the candidate of Mr. William Barnes 
| Jr., Senator Boies Penrose, and the stand- 
pat pundits who now are the president's 
party. But what an utterance from the 
complacent friend, beneficiary, and minister 
ef Theodore Roosevelt. 

The address is a lexicon of the catch words 
of gtandpatism. This was the ammuni- 
tion of Uncle Joe Cannon, of Payne, of 
Dalzell, of Tawney, of all the redoubtable 
leaders of the wing which opposed Roose- 
velt and every one that Roosevelt favored. 
It is the chosen language, the picked rhetori- 
cal devices of the old régime, of the voices 
that one by one have been silenced in the 
senate and in the house. 

„Started by sensational journalism and 
unjust and unprincipled muckraking,” he 
now declares, “ demagogues have seized the 
opportunity to inflame the public mind that 
they might turn peculiar conditions to their 
own advantage.” 

The muckraker and the demagogue! How 
we had them pilloried during the fight for 
rate regulation, for conservation, for the 
limitation of the speakership autocracy, 
while Mr. Taft was snugly. seated in the 
head demagogue’s, the boss muckraker’s cab- 
inet! : 

And what better tory device is there than 
this? 

„In the ultimate analysis, I fear, the 
equal opportunity which those seek who 
proclaim the so-called social justice involves 
a forced division of property, and that means 
socialism.” . 

Mr. Taft's case is weak. Is it as weak 
as this pitiful utterance? Is the opposition 
80 strong that it has to be misstated? What 
is the panacea that Mr. Taft asserts his 
opponents propose? Who has promised the 
millennium ? Who proposes any constitution- 
al change to permit the instantaneous ex- 
pression of the people in constitutional 
amendments"? Who declares that votes 
are bread, constitutional amendments work, 
etc., etc.? No one among Mr. Taft's oppo 
nents. 

A case is weak indeed that must resort to 
the rhetoric which the common sense of 
a generation has tested and found delusive. 

As for the closer and safer generalization 
of Senator Root’s brief notification speech, 
they must fall with something of the effect 
of sardonic irony after the Chicago conven- 
tion. We have seen, thanks to Senator 
Root and his associates that the “rule 
of law is not an alternative to the rule 
of men,” but the rule of men itself; And 
deeper than any of Senator Root’s solemn 
sounding principles is one from a wiser and 
a higher source: 

“ The letter killeth, but the spirit giveth 
Hfe.“ 


MISREPRESENTED IN CONGRESS. 

Illinois ought to avail itself of the oppor- 
tunity to get rid of its ancient, in idea, and 
honorable, by courtesy, delegation to con- 
gress.

ANSWERS TO MILK QUESTIONS. 
OME people have their minds made up 
on the milk ordinantes and no amount 
ot argument will change them. Some 
of these are in favor of the proposed 
ordinances and others are against 
them. The great mass of the community 
have open minds. This article is written 
for the open minded group. The fair minded 
people want to know What are the replies 
to some of the statements they are hearing, 
what are the answers to some of the ques- 
tions they are being asked or they are ask- 
ing others.

_ I have heard many of these statements 
and I have talked with people who, having 
heard these statements, ate asking questions 
in perfect godd faith. I propose to answer 
some of those questions now. I shall be 
glad to answer any others that are asked iu 
good faith.

Question 1— Why have grades and classes 
of mik? Why not have one standard for 
milk and force all milk to come up to that 
standard? | 

Answer—Grading and classification of 
commodities is the prevailing custom. But- 
ter, meat, lard, flour, wheat, eggs—every- 
thing that is sold, except milk, is sold under 
grades and classes. Freu a little milk is 
sold under a classification—certified milk. 
But certified milk, never having had govern- 
mental supervision or recognition, has not 
made much headway. | 

The proposition to grade milk is not revo- 
lutionary. It is a propdsal to do with milk 
what has been found advisable with other 
foods. ; 

Furthermore, it offers the only way to get 
wholesome milk without forcing the price 
to a prohibitive point. If all the buyers of 
milk were bidding for, the supply good 
enough to be sold as certified or inspected 
milk, the price per quart would be higher 
than anybody except theirigh could pay.

Question 2—If the present commercial 
raw milk is unwholesome, why are the farm- 
ers and the milk dealers willing to feed it to 
theit children ? | 

Answer—First, the farmer's child is in the 
country where the air is good and there is 
plenty of room, and, thérefore, it can stand 
what would kill poor children in the city. 

Second, milk, as the baby drinks it in 
town, is from one to thrée days older and has 
been handled by many more people than that 
consumed by the baby in the country. 

Third, if all the babies fed on bad milk 
died, people would instantly quit using milk. 
Assuming that the baby death rate is, say, 
one out cf fifteen, three milk dealers with 
four children each might never have lost a 
child, whereupon they would conclude, in- 
dividnally and collectively, that all this talk 
was “ bunk,” and they might offer to prove 
it by their families. They might even go so 
far as to form an association and go around 
and tell the alderman about it. The milk- 
man who had lost two of his five children 
from bad milk would not go along or maybe 
he would stand behind and say nothing, or 
maybe he had already got enough of the 
milk business. |

Mm 
ie used as followe: Make a dough composed of 
meal four parts and barium carbonate one part, 
or catmeal eight parts, barium carbonate one part.

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ORD CLIFPDEN'S eldest son, heir to 
his great wealth, the Hon. Thomas 
Agar-Robartes, Liberal member of 
parliament for the St. Austell division 
of Cornwall, who is due in New York 

today on board the Cunarder Lusitania, was 
the victim some years ago of the extraordi- 
nary severity of the laws of England dealing 
with political bribery and corruption.

Tn 1906 he had been elected by a large ma- 
jority for the Bodmin division of Cornwall. 

Unfortunately. while the electoral cam- 
paign was in progress his mother, Viscount- 
ess Clifden, gave a garden party at Lanhy- 
drock, her place in Cornwall, in connection 
with Lord Clifden’s presidency of the Lib- 
eral association of thé duchy, in which his 
estates extend over ah area of some 70,000 
acres. ~— 

The garden party was a great success, 
but after the election of Thomas Agar- 
Robartes the gefeated Unionist candidate 
lodged a petition against his election on 
the ground that he, his friends and agente 
nad rendered themselves guilty of violation 
of the anti-bribery statutes with regard to 
parliamentary elections. 

The matter was brought into court and 
tried in the usual fashion before two Su- 
preme court judges, sitting et Bodmin, and 
resulte@ in a decree invalidating the return 
of the Hon. Thomas and ordering a new 
election, since Lady Clifden, by giving her 
garden party, had vfolated that section of 
the anti-corruption law which strictly pro- 
hibits “treating” in parliamentary cam- 
paigns. This law runs as follows: . 

“Any person who either himself or by 
proxy, either before, during, or after the 
election, directly of indirectly gives, pro- 
vides, or pays for, elther wholly or in part, 
any meat, drink, entertainment, or pro- 
vision to or for persone entitled to vote,” 
and also any elector who accepts such 
‘meat, drink, entertainment, or provision, 
or the equivalent theteof, shall be held gullty 
of bribery.” 

The decision agaihst AgartRobartes, in 
addition to depriving him of the seat in par- 
nament, debarred him from being elected to 
the house of commons for the constituency 
in queation—that is, the Bodmin division, 
where his home and the greater part of his 
father's landed property are situated—for 
a period of seven years, 

Poor Lady Clifden, who ts a charming 
woman, and who certainly never had any 
idea of rendering herself guilty ot brib- 
ery.“ Was subpoenaed in the case, compelled) 
to testify in court, and made to feel that 
her garden party had virtually exposed her 
to punishment by imprisonment and fine.

Two other entrants 
were Henri De Jono and Andre Brie. The latter 
named pilot fs a military instructor. 

The succese of the Gordon Bennett race seems 
assured. for several other entries are in sight. A 
cablegram to Manager James 5. Stephens stated 
that Leon De Broucere, a retired aviator. would 
surely send over two pilots to represent Belgium in 
additien to Charlee Morok, who already had been 
named.
